Report from Cienfuegos — Inspection of vessels. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Marsillan reports, December 13, as fol- 
lows: 

During the week ended December 10, 1904, 4 vessels were inspected, 
with a total crew of 99; no passengers; no bills of health issued to the 
United States. All vessels in good sanitary condition and no sickness 
on board any of them. No quarantinable disease entered the port 
during this week.

Acting Assistant Surgeon Delgado reports, December 13, as follows:

From the first of this month the following vessels landed at the 
quarantine station of Triscornia passengers who were sick and sent to 
hospital for treatment: 

December 1, steamship Monterey, 1 passenger with malarial fever. 

December 4, steamship Prim August Wilhelin, 1 passenger with 
malarial fever. 

December 5, bark Maria Josefa, 1 passenger with tuberculosis. 

December 7, steamship Esperanza, 1 passenger with malarial fever. 

December 7, steamship Matanzas, 1 passenger with febricula. 

December 7, steamship Andes, 1 passenger with inguinal adenitis. 

On December 7 the American steamship Louisiana sailed for New 
Orleans without her bill of health. 

One insane man who was not allowed to land here by the Cuban 
authorities was returned to New York on board the steamship Mexico.
